The brush Hvust 
have been moving at the rate of 12 or 
15 miles an hour, if he had failed to 
jump vrheii he did, ho would have been 
a dead man. 


The same morning Joseph Yetzer, 


Trentman and others tried to dislodge a 
huge tree -which had been lodged agaic«t 
the central pier of the main bridge at 
Bullion street, Yetzer, who was stand- 
ing on the bridge, attempted.to lasso the 
.trunk, bat lost his balance and was 
palled into the river on the upper side of 
the bridge, bnt reappeared on the lower 
Bids in a second or two. Trentman in- 
stantly jrunped into the raging torrent, 
swam to hia drowning partner arid suc- 
ceeded in pushing him ashore about 
200 feet below. — Oregonian.

This craft is EOW 
about one-third finished, and at the 
present rate of progress she will scarcely 
be ready for her first trial until the late 
autumn. 


The keels of the two new battleships 


Kearsaige and Kentucky, authorized a 
year ago, have just teen laid, asd the 
ships will not take decided shape for 
several months yet The big armored 
cruiser Brooklyn, 1,000 tons larger than 
the New York, is rapidly approaching 
completion and is now within 13 per 
cent of it This ship is the last one of 
the large cruiser type building for the 
government and the only armored ves- 
sel of her class on the ways. Her per- 
formance is expected to attract the at- 
tention of the experts of the world, in- 
asmuch as there is no ship of her design 
capable of such great power, steaming 
radius and speed. If she does not exceed 
21 knots on her official trial', the author- 
ities will be surprised and the Cramps 
disappointed. 


Three little gunboats, Nashville, 


Helena and Wilmington, building at; 
Newport Kows, have advanced to with- 
in 17 per cent of completion and are 
due to be commissioned before the close 
of the year. Changes in the interior 
equipment have delayed tbc-ru also; 
otherwise they v;ould have been deliv- 
ered this stannic r. 


The list- clears the battleships Oregon 


and Massachusetts from the hands of 
the contractors and shows that both are 
completed and now in commission. Por 
the first time iu several years the pri- 
vate shipyards have but three battle- 
ships on the ways, and two of these are 
in the first stages of building and will 
not be ready for service under three 
years. The sister ships Indiana, Massa- 
chusetts rind Oregon have been speeded 
and are now in condition to go to sea 
on a few hours' notice. The monitor 
Puritan, at the New York navy yard, 
is within 4 per cent of readiness for 
service and should join the home fleet- 
by October next But for the trouble 
over her ordnance, growing out of the 
Bowles affair, this ship, too, would 
have been in service. 


Six gunboats of 1,000 tons displace- 


ment, distributed among the smaller 
eastern firms, are making fair progress 
toward completion, bntnciiois expected 
to be ia service nndcr one year. Sis 
torpedo boats, three of which are build- 
ing at Baltimore, two by the Herresiiofi's 
aiid one oil the Pacific coast, are also 
well iu hand and most of them half 
completed. 


The present condition of tbe navy, 


therefore, on the ways shows that there 
are building 8 battleships, 1 armored 
cruiser, 9 gunboats, 1 monitor, 6 tor- 
pedo boats and 1 submarine boat. The 
i»;xt battleship to be ready forservice 
is the Io%va, reported to be within 30 
per cent of completion. — New York Sun.

Buckingham, the Cremorne and other 
iamond places were wide open, the Teu- 
derloin never went to bed. It was livelier 
there at midnight than at noonday, and 
all the adventurers of the country took 
part in its revels some tamo or other. 
Then the Tenderloin contained more 
wealth than any like strip of territory 
upon this continent, some placing it as 
high as $200,000,000. But now its at- 
mosphere of gilded wickedness has dis- 
appeared, at least in the sections once 
given over to recklessness of all sorts. 
During the past wesk several places 
which reminded one of the old ways 
have been suppressed, and sounds of 
revelry are scarcer than ever there. The 
old Tenderloin will soon be not much 
more than a memory. — ifcw York Cor.

MIRRORS IN WARFARE. 


Will Sbow a Harbor to Occcpanta ci 


Bombproof Shields. 


The latest adjunct to coast defenses is 


a modernized form of the old camera 
obscura. Army officers are now consid- 
ering its feasibility, and an effort is be- 
ing made to secure the adoption of the 
system by tho war department at Wash- 
ington. 


The particular use and value of this 


system, as explained by E. Stik-s Viu- 
teii, are that it shows the defenders of a 
fort the movements of the ships of the 
enemy and at the same time does away 
with the necessity of auy one exposing 
himself to a hostile fire. 


By an arrangement of lenses and 


small mirrors an image of the harbor is 
thrown upon a whitened table iu ;-»dark 
chamber, well protected by bombproof 
shields. Seated about the table, secure 
frora any chance shots, those -who are 
directing operations from the fort can 
distinctly see each movement of tho 
ships of the cneoiiy as they move about 
the harbor. 


It is a fact recognized by all military 


authorities that in the event of war tho 
United States -would be obliged to de- 
pend largely upon torpedoes for its coast 
defense, but it fs also acknowledged 
tbat unless the movements of tho hostile 
sfaijs can be watched MM! tho torpedoes 
exploded at the proper time there is a 
large element of chancu in their effect- 
iveness. 


It is to overcome this difficulty that 


the system of mirrors and lenses and a 
dark chamber has been devised. Wires 
connect the torpedo iu tho harbor vvitb 
a battery and keyboard within the fort, 
and, the position of all torpedoes being 
known to the defenders and accurately 
marked upon the table, it only remains 
to wntch tho instant that the image of 
a vessel comes over the marked spot, 
and then the pressure of a key trans- 
mits the current which explodes the 
submarine mine.—Galvestcu News 


A Bicycle Campaign. 


It had to come. The bicycle is doomed 


to become a factor iu politics one way 
or the other. The campaign supply man 
has got ic his deadly work on it now, 
and an attachment to the handle bar 
makes it possible for tne biko-politico- 
maniac to ride his wheel in tbe pieces 
Bion and carry a kerosene torch at tho 
same time. A down town bicycle depot 
shows a wheel fitted with this device, 
which is attached by moans of a bracket 
oil the fork crown and a clutching baii'3 
at the handle bar. Tho tovch is inude 
entirely of tin, including the standard 
that flaunts it to tho breeze, which will 
aaon send the fluid or its equivalent in 
odor backward toward the shouting 
hnuler.

VI " He died peacefully and -was 
buried in St Peter s in a marble sar- 
cophagus 


But vvhen Sistus V, who also sur- 


prised tbe cardinals greatly, was in 
a fit of baste to finish tbe dome, tbe 
masons, wanting a receptacle for 
water, laid bands on Urban's stone 
coffin, pitched bis bones into a cor 
ner and used tbo sarcophagus as 
tbey pleased, leaving it to serve as 
a water tank for many years after- 
waid 


In extending tbo foundations of 


the church Paul UI came upon the 
bodies of Maria and Hermantia, tbe 
two "wives of Hononus, the emperor 
who "disestablished" paganism in 
favor of Christianity. Tbey were 
sisters, daughters of StilicLo, and 
bad been buried in thenr itaperi*11 
robes \vitb many ricb objects and 
feminine trinkets, and they were 
found ininut, as tbey had been bur- 
ied, in the month of February, 1543 
Forty pounds of fine gold wore taken 
from their robos alone, says Barac 
com, "without counting all tbe jew- 
olb and trinkets, among which was 
a very beautiful lamp, besides a 
great numbei of precious stones 
The pope melted down tbe gold for 
tbe expenses of tbe building and set 
tho gems in a tiara, where, if tbey 
could be identified, they certainly 
exist today—tbe very stones -uoin 
by emprOoSOa of ancient Rome — 
Marion Cra\v lord in Century.

The assertion that the gold dollar 


is always worth 100 cents proves just 
nothing at all. The ''hammer and 
fire tests,11 by which the "intrinsic" 
value of gold is proven, are equally 
senseless. We are told by Mr. At- 
kinson that if a gold dollar is ham- 
mered or melted down into a shapeless 
mass it is still worth a dollar. Cer- 
;aicly, if it be anywhere near an 
jpen mint, because it can at once be 
Hammered back into a dollar. But if 
stoat lamp of gold happened to be in 
the vicinity of the-North Pole, or 
away 6ft in the heart of the Patago- 
niaa mountains, it would scarcely be 
worfc'a a full dollar in New York or 
London, Gold bullion is only equal 
in value to gold coin when it can be 
converted into coin without expense 
and without delay. This is conclu- 
sively proved by the experience of 
England. Prior to 1844 there was 
always a delay in executing the coin- 
age of gold, generally about sixty 
days. As a result there was a dis 
count on the bullion, amounting 
usually to about 4J pence an ounce. 
And so it would be again. 


The "fifty-cent dollar" cry also in- 


volves another assumption that ^oes 
to the very heart- oi the whole ques- 
tion. It assumes that She value of 
silver bullion 
excluded 
from the 


mint and thrown upon the market as 
a mere commodity is the ;same as it 
would be with the mints of the 
United States open for its reception 
and coinage. This is in total disre- 
gard of the great law of "supply and 
demand," ana right ia the teeth of 
all human experience upon the sub- 
ject. It is the same in prineip'e as 
to claim that making It a crime to 
grind spring wheat into flour or to 
use it as such would have no effect 
upon the value of the grain. 


In 1878, after much agitation and 


debate, the Bland-Allison law was 
passed. It was bitterly opposed by 
the moneyed classes, "as is every 
measure for an enlargement of the 
money supply, except when those 
classes themselves wish to enlarge it 
for their own advantage by the issue 
of bank notes. It was vetoed by the 
president and all sorts of extravagant 
objections were made to it. As will 
be remembered, It provided for the 
purchase and coinage of not less than 
82,000,000 or more than 84,000,000 
worth of silver bullion each month. 
It was declared that the law would 
literally flood us with cheap silver; 
that it would drive all the gold out 
of the conn try and leave us npon a 
depreciated silver basis. Fifty mil- 
lions of silver dollars were all that 
could be safely coined. 
More than 


that would drive the gold all out of 
the country and then would come 
ruin! 


Well, we coined fifty millions of 


these dollars. Gold obstinately re- 
fused to go abroad, but on the con- 
trary persisted in coming in more 
rapidly than ever. 
One hundred 


millions of them were coined. Still 
the gold came ia and still nc ruin. 
But it was "coming"—always com 
leg. Two hundred millions of these 
dollars were strucK. Ko expulsion of 
gold, bat large imports, and ruin 
still away oft in the dim distance. 


In 1885, after his flection, Mi. 


Cleveland wrote his famous "War- 
ner" letter, addressed to General 
Warner, Mr. Bland and others, in 
which he strongly urged the repeal 
of ths Bland-Allison act, predicting 
all manner of calamities to come It 
it wei 6 not done. 


But the law was not repealed. We 


went on coining silver and at the 
same time accumulating gold until 
18&0. Bj this time we had coined 
about three hundred and seventy mil- 
lions of silver dol'ars and at the same 
time had added not less thin 1200,- 
000,000 to our stock of gold. 


Still no ruin, and instead of having 


too much silver the people were hun- 
gry and clamoring for more. This 
led to the passage of the famous 
Sherman law providing for the pur- 
chaw of 4,500,000 ounces of stiver 
bullion each month and the issuance

Mr. Cleveland called congress to- 


gether for the single purpose of repeal- 
ing that measure, aeclirinsr it to ne 
the cause of the trouble, and that a 
removal of the cause would speedily 
restore prosperity. The same proph- 
ecy was made almost daily by the 
metropolitan press, while tee 
"big 


bankers" and the little ones, the 
chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade constantly re-echoed the cry. 
Mr. Sbsrmaz. near the dose of the 
debate on the repeal in the Senate, 
prophesied as follows: "Ia ten days 
the skies will brighten, business will 
resume its ordinary course, and 'the 
clouds that lower upon our boose will 
be in the deep bosom of the ocean 
burled.'" All dependent, of course, 
upon the repeal of the law which bore 
his name. 


How completely that prophecy and 


every other emanating from Wall 
street has failed of verification is 
matter of common knowledge to all. 
25early three years hare passed by 
with no return of prosperity, and 
the gold men prophesying all the 
time, but accompanying their proph- 
ecies with ingenius explanations of 
why the prosperity tailed to material- 
ize. Sometimes tbe weather was too 
bad, at others 16 was too good: some- 
times the crops were too large, at 
others they were too smali; some- 
times it was strikes and sometimes it 
waa lockouts;

For about three years, under 
all conditions, with silver rampant, 
or silver "dead," the business of the 
country has been almost at a stand- 
still, and the cry of distress has ev- 
erywhere been heard. 


As prophets, the gold champions 


have been discredited and condemned 
by the utter failure of every proph- 
ecy they hive made since the silver 
agitation began. 


Let the people now do a libtle in- 


dependent thinking for themselves, 
disregard the mournful croatings of 
Wall street and London,'elect Bryan 
and Sewall and try the effect of a 
genuine American policy for the 
American people.—National Bumtal- 
jisi.

American shipbuilding increased to 


a gratifying extent the past year. The 
most marked feature is the greatly in- 
creased construction of steel ships. 
There were 709 ships of all kinds built 
this fiscal year against 682 last year 
and of these a large per cent were of 
steeL Iron is not good enough to build 
vessels any more, but they must now be 
of steel. It is to be noted that the ship- 
building industry along the great lakes 
is more active than anywhere else in the 
country. Three-fourths of the new stee! 
shipping of the year ending June 30 was 
for the inland commerce across the 
lakes. These nteel lake vessels are in- 
creasing in size even more rapidly than 
in number. The preceding year 92 steel 
vessels were constructed, with a total 
tonnage of 38,000. Last year, though 
the number of vessels increased only 11, 
the tonnage more than doubled, being 
92,000. It will pay Americans quite ax 
well to look after the development of 
domestic commerce on the great lakes 
as to grasp after that of foreign lands.

It OoiU to Stop Cmn. 


The cost of stoppirg,a train of cars 


has always been a subject of discussion, 
and it is sometimes -worth the inquiry 
of railroad men. Estimates of the cose 
have ranged from one-quarter of a cent 
up to $2 for stopping au ordinary pas- 
senger rraiu. The small figure repre- 
sented only the estimated loss of metal 
by applying the brake to the wheel. 
Some of the real considerations that go 
\o wake up the cost of a stop ore the 
toal burned while the train is^standing 
still, and in order to resume the former 
speed—this the Pennsylvania railroad 
people put at 12 to 15 cents. Thou there 
are the wages of all persons on the train, 
who, while the train slows down aud 
stops, are paid as if the train were run- 
ning. This is insignificant in the case 
of one person, but it amounts to some-* 
thing when the whole force is consid- 
ered ; besides this, thc*E is the wear of 
the rails. A rail lasts only a third as 
long where trains come to a stop on it 
as when merely run over. This is the 
result of tlie action of the brakes. Then, 
too, more accidents occur to engines, to 
wheels and to axles in coming to a stop 
or iu starting again than with running 
right along. 


The Railroad Gazette reported a dis- 


cussion some years ago on this subject, 
in which the conclusion is reached that 
the actual cost of stopping an ordinary 
train is about 30 to GO cents. An amus- 
ing story is told of a trial where experts 
testify that it cost $2 to stop a tr::in. 
They established the fact. 
Then the 


counsel on tlie other side produced the* 
company's time table, with a full list 
of all the stops, including stations, took 
the total nutaber of its trains, calculat- 
ed the total stoppages of all the trail": 
for one year, multiplying the result by 
§2—the experts' estimate of cost—and 
demonstrated that the stoppages aloiuj 
had, if the estimate was right, cost the 
company three times as much as the en- 
tire amount of its operatingespi-nscs for 
the year. This reduction to a solid basi* 
of fact upset the $2 theory.—Phu^lel- 
phia Iiein.

Tho uther difficulty i= lim 
construction of a powerful enon 
and yoi liaht motor which doa-i not 
require iiro to work ii- Thun 
many attempts have-been mauo, ad- 
vance has beau very slow. Tlits 
French, who have- persistently stuck 
to ihu balloon froca a national prida 
ia its invention, and who havo done 
most for its improvement, havo 
made some notable stops in tho mat- 
ter of balloon iii-opulsion. Thus, to- 
virard tho close of the Franco-Gw- 
maa jear, 31. Dnpny de Ix>me, a na- 
val builder, constructed a balloon 
with ;i rudder and a screw driven 
by tho passungers. It was found that 
a velocity, apart from tbat of the 
air current, of about six miles an 
hour could be obtained. 


Considerably better results have 


been obtained by Messrs. Erebs and 
Kenard with their cigar shaped bal- 
loon, inflated -with hydrogen and 
propelled by an electro motor driven 
by storage batteries. They have suc- 
ceeded in traveling a little more 
than 12 miles an hour in fair weath- 
er and in steering in any direction, 
even returning exactly to their start- 
ing point, but in windy weather tho 
apparatus has not been tried. 


To bravo any moderately strong 


wind the machine would require to 
travel something like 50 miles an 
hour, but theso Fresich officers do 
not expect to attain a speed oi more 
tlmu 2o miles an hour in the most 
favorable circumstances. In 
the 


opinion of Maxim this dirigible bal- 
loon is is near perfection as is ever 
likaly to bo attained by a machine 
depending on aerial flotation. 


Tho empire of the air is not to be 


•won by balloons. They havo too 
many imperfections and limitations, 
and accordingly this at first sight 
hopeful path must be abandoned for 
the more difficult ono of mechanical 
flying. The bird nrast ba imitated 
as far as human powers, aided by 
suitable mechanical devices to make 
uj) for tha natural deficiencies of 
man, can go. The efforts of those in- 
terested in the matter have been of 
late mainly directed to flying ma- 
chines, which, thcr.igh they must 
necassarily be heavier than the air, 
yet may find in their very weight 
and inurtii* meuns for battling suc- 
cessfully with the variable air cur- 
rents. The subject has been ap- 
proached in many directions, anu 
much encouragement has been gain- 
ed as the difficulties have been more 
thorci-.ghly understood. — Gentle- 
man's Magasine. 


Snapping Snakes. 


A curious practice esists among 


Bucks county farmer beys of killing 
snakes by snapping oil their heads 
v,-ith a motion very similar to that 
of a teaiastar cracking a whip. The 
operation is decidedly urtistic and 
requires quickness, dexerity and 
nerve for its -successful accomplish- 
ment. The country boy who puts ir. 
many hours between milking times 
along the creeks has frequent 
chancos to practice tho trick. 


When a, frightened snake glides 


away from him into the grass or 
makes for a holo in a pile of stones, 
tho boy goes for it without hesita- 
tion and without glovest He seizes it 
by the tail, six or eight laches frora 
tbo end, and. liftint^it to the height 
of his shoulder, reverses tho motion 
with a quick downward turn of the 
wrist. If properly done, the ser- 
pent's head flies off into the air, and 
the lifeless body scarcely quivers as 
the youngster drops it to the ground. 


To master this neat art of snake 


execution one must dispel every par- 
ticla of aversion to handling them 
before ho begins. If picked up gin- 
gerly or too near the end of the tail, 
the snake will only bt> thrown 
through the nir by tho motion of 
snapping, and maybe an inch of its 
slendci1 extremity will be left be- 
tween the fingers. In that case it 
escapes comparatively unhurt. But 
if ;i firm grasp is taken several inch- 
es up tho body, the backbone will 
be broken and the head shattered, 
oven if not torn ofl". The knack of 
completely cutting oft' tho bead only 
comes with continued practice.— 
Philadelphia Record.

Jonathan Edwards is tho greatest 


theologian that this country has ev- 
er produced. Robert Hall, the fa- 
motis English preacher, used to de- 
vour bis books vrith such amaze- 
ment at tho power of reasoning they 
showed that he exclaimed, "Ed- 
•wards is the greatest" — perhaps he 
meant solely in tho field of philo- 
sophical and theological speculation 
—"of the sons of men." 
Yet this 


great man was settled in a country 
parish in Northampton, Tvhere the 
people, •who could not appreciate his 
greatness, fairly drove him away, 
after -which, as if he would find a 
lodge in some vast -wilderness, he 
went over the mountains and took 
refuge at Stockhridge, on the hanks 
of tho Honsatonic, -where there was 
a mission to the Indians, with a few 
settlers from eastern Massachusetts, 
and tho records tell us that a meet- 
ing of the town (not of the church, 
for in those days there -was but one 
church, which was established by 
law, and the town was to provide 
for its support") held on Feb 22, 1750 
(when, perhaps, down ia old Vir- 
ginia, George Washington was cele- 
brating his eighteenth birthday), it 
was voted that "in case Rev. Jona- 
than Edwards should settle with 
them in tho work of the ministry"' 
he should receive the sum of £6 las. 
4d. per year — about $35. It is com- 
forting to know that he was assured 
in the contract that it should be 
•'lawful money.'" 


When I read this, I confess I could 


hardly believa it ; yet no rubbing of 
eves or of spectacles could change 
the figures 
There they stand as 


they have stood for 146 years, for 
the benefit of "whosoever may have 
a curieisity to read them. 
The 


amount seems indeed incredibly 
small, and perhaps nas supplement- 
ed by a contribution from the Eng- 
lish Society Tor the Propagation of 
the Gospel In Foreign Part. But so 
far as tha record goes that was tho 
salary, and the -whole salr.ry. sc fai 
as it was paid in money But wita | 
this there was also a provision for 
keeping ths minister ivarm. If the 
peoplo could not supply much to 
stimulate him inwardly, they v.ould 
at loa&t keep the blood from freez- 
ing in his vcias by keeping tho fire 
burning on hisheartlihtouo. And ac- 
cordingly, with tbisumiiiScsnt sala- 
ry, it was voted also that he should 
have 100 sleighloacls of firewood, of 
which the Indians were to tarnish 
SO and the white settlors 20. v,-hioh 
they wero to chop in the -woods and 
draw on sleds to his dwelling house. 
With this very modest supply of 
that which could buy food and cloth- 
ing, yet with the fire buruing bright- 
ly on his hearth, Jonathan Edwards 
wrote books that will ba immortal 
in the history of his country. Plain 
living and high thinking indeed. — 
Henry M. Field in I\ew York Evan- 
gelist.
